Constituents of Senator Heed, one of 
the principal opponents of tho league 
today were to hear President Wilson's 
argum ents for ratification

Kansas City is Heed's home 
tow n. 
The president i3 evidently m aking 
an effort to hum anise and visualize 
the treaty and convince the people 
that the nation is facing one of the 
dp ©t momentous alternatives of its 
history; that if the verdict is against 
the treaty the result will he felt In 
homes and pocket hooks. 
Rejection. 
he says, will make America a mili­ 
tarized power with disappointed u n ­ 
friendly nations In the world and 
eventual wars. 
A* St. Louis the president said he 
w ants to get acquainted with the peo­ 
ple and seeks an opportunity to get 
clos* to folks. 
When th*1 president boarded the 
train at St. Louis lie sat on the hack 
platform 
while 
crowds 
massed 
against the fence near the tracks and 
cheered. 
Many asked for a speech 
hut Wilson smiled an answered “ Oh, 
no.” 
lie nodded, grinned and waved, 
but refused to talk. 
Mrs. Wilson r e ­ 
ceived many flowers. 
The crowds liked the statements 
such as “ contemptible q u itters ’’ in 
criticism of those who are opposing 
the treaty. 
Shouts of “ Swat ’em ” 
and similar cries followed

of the most hitter opponents, Presi­ 
dent Wilson today received a tre ­ 
mendous ovation when he stepped on 
the platform. 
The up ro ar rivaled

Wilson took his se.)• im m ed­ 
iately and paid hardly any attention, 
merely smiling af one particular loud 
outburst. 
Practically every one in 
th** crowd carried small 
flags 
and 
flourishing them with every outbreak 
cr cher, made 
a 
vivid 
spectacle. 
About twenty thousand were present 
Treaty opponents 
with "jaundiced" 
against it because 
some "private political purpose" and 
will at last be gibbeted and they will 
regret that gibe!, the president said. 
H e-re stated that it was a e«i/<* of 
“ put up or shut up,” that the t i p p l ­ 
ers would have to produce something 
ladler than the league covenant or 
step aside. 
"Merely negation w ith ­ 
out offering a n y t h in g constructive to 
replace the treaty is bolshevism," ha 
asserted. 
He said he respected the man who 
honestly seeks to oppose the treaty 
but denounce those who oppose for 
political reasons. 
"The Philllplne Islands would get 
independence under the league 
Th« 
league.” he deflated, “ would simpli­ 
fy the Phillipine problem.” 
There was great 
applause 
when 
Wilson proclaimed that th rough th 
treaty the "A merican 
spirit 
mad- 
conquest of the world 
The war was 
won by the American 
spirit," 
h^ 
cried. 
There was wild shouts from 
the crowd. 
“ If the treaty is beaten those re 
spot Ible will have a life-long reek 
Orting with the fighting forces of th* 
United States," he said. 
The cause 
of this fight is greater th an the sen 
ate or house and he intend* “ in o f ­ 
fice and out to fight for it as long as 
I live.” 
The president went into detail ex­ 
planations of the league of nations 
power to prevent war, dwelling on 
the boycott feature by which offend 
ing nations might be isolated. 
He was heard for the most part ii 
an intense silence 
with 
occasional 
periods of hand clapping. 
One of the purposes of the treaty 


was to destroy autocracy authorized 
everywhere in the world. 
Wilson cited Russia as an example 
of minority rule and denounced the 
group of men "more cruel than the 
czar himself, who rontrols that coun­ 
try." 
He declared himself 
opposed 
to 
minority rule in the United States or 
anywhere else. 
Groups 
of 
selfish 
men must not pilot the future of 
America. The president declared that 
lf there wa# any monopoly of power 
in America he would he 
with 
the 
people to break it up. 
He pictured 
the horrors of the Turkish crimes in 
Armenia and regretted the delay in 
getting 
the treaty 
ratified 
while 
crimes continued. 
In opening the president said: 
"It 
is very inspiring to me to stnnd in the 
presence of a company of my fellow 
citizens and have the privilege of p e r ­ 
forming the duty that I have come to 
perform. 
That duty is to report to 
my fellow citizens 
concerning 
th** 
work of the peace conference which 
I huve today. 
It seems more neces- 
ary to report it today because so 
many people do not understand what 
it is. 
"Principles have been written i n ­ 
to the treaty which were never w rit­ 
ten Into any great international con­ 
stitution before, and they have their 
national birth and origin in this dear 
country to which we have devoted 
our He and service, and if you will 
bear wth me I will remind you of 
some things we have long tried and 
are accepted in this treaty.

"Substitutes for brutality in the 
process of war is contained in the 
covenant of the league of nations. 
I am anxious that my fellow citizens 
should realize thai that is the chief 
topic of thp league.

French pow er on the A tlantic Awat 
when the treaty of U trecht w as sign­ 
ed In 1713, reducing the fo rtu n es of 
Louts XIV to a low ebb. 
Front 17*20 I 
to 1700 It led a precarious but spec-! 
tnculnr existence, Its magnificence as a j 
defense guaranteed by the expendl-1 
ture of millions 
of dollars 
by 
th e 
F rench governm ent, though 
m illions I 
w ere stolen and w asted by dishonest I 
officials and unhappy officers, whose 
only am bition w as to get rich and go 
home. 
Tin* fo rtress was Imposing, despite 
th e thievery and m ism anagem ent, and 
it required a seven w eeks’ siege by 
Colonel Pepperell and his New E ng­ 
lan ders In 1746 to take It from the 
French. 
By one of those diplomatic incidents 
toe plentiful in the history of tile new 
world. Louisbourg was handed back 
to F ran ce in 1748 by the tre a ty of 
Aix-lft-Chapelle.

ers were furious, hut ten years later
